There is the*route across the isthmus | °^ Africa which lies between the Gulf of 


of Tehuantepec, in Mexico, being a dis- 
tance of one hundred and fifty miles' riv- 
er and lake navigation, and one hundred 
and five miles by land. 
The chief ad- 


vantage of this route is the fact that it is 
shorter than the. Panama route by eigh- 
teen hundred miles. The British house 
of Mclotosh &> Co. have obtained from 
Mexico the right of way. 


Then there is tbe Panama route across 


the isthmus, being a water communica- 
tion of about thirty miles, and only about 
twenty-five miles by land. 
This route 


has been surveyed, a railway charier ob- 
tained, and all the stock taken by Amer- 
ican capitalists, and the work soon to be 
speedily accomplished. 


The third route is the ''Ship Canal,'' 


liy the Nicaragua and Leon lakes, with 
the navigable rivers, making a water 
passage of 250 miles, and the land pas- 
sage only 30 miles. 
A company for the 


building of this ship canal has been form- 
ed in New York, a contract made, and 
recognized by the late trealy with Nica- 
ragua, and the work lo be done within 
12 years ; this route is nearer lo Califor- 
nia, by four hundred miles, than via Pan- 
ntn».
